They declare that 
somewhere hidden in the wilds of 
northern Maine, is a sold mine which 
holds immense wealth. Hundreds of 
prospectors have vainly searched for 
It, and Its exact location remains a 
mystery.

more veins or seams of quart rock, 
which are rich In virgin gold. 

From the inability of the prospec- 
tors to make accurate measurements 
and draw reliable conclusions, the 
ledge which holds the gold may be 
75 miles or 150 miles north and west 
from the railway, though the chances 
are that the distance Is In the vicinity 
of 100 miles. 

Reasoning from prevailing condi- 
tions In other gold mines, the 
chances are that the undiscovered 
iree of Maine gold Is In a quartz 
band or zone which, In geological 
timeB far remote, was Injected Into a 
rack between the original granite 
and the later schist, and that when 
the mine Is discovered It will be 
found to hold vast wealth. 

Prospectors have found gold In 
Maine sands and gravels along the 
river courses for more than a cen- 

Large quantities of the precious 
metal have been washed from the 
earth near Sandy river in Franklli 
county by three generations of Maine 
residents. 

From 1816 to 1820 It is estimated 
that lully *50.000 of dust was taken 
out and sold, and again, 
ears ago, the "mining fever broke out 
ith fresh vigor, and for six months 
r more there were men camping 
near the river banks and washing the 
sands, with results that yielded from 
75 cents to $1.50 a day to those who 
were diligent. 

At the request of enthusiastic min- 
ers and promoters skilled geologists 
• Isited the place from time to 
time, all of whom have declared the 
output of gold. 

The trouble with the deposits Is 
that nobody can find the parent lode 
from which the grains of drift gold 
started.

UNCLE SAM IS HUNTING 
FOR NAVAL SURGEONS 




WASHINGTON. — Notwithstanding 
the superior Inducements which a 
naval career offers for a young physic- 
ian over the uncertain and overworked 
Hues of the average struggling general 
practitioner the medical corps of the 
navy has not found it possible to se- 
cure enough naval surgeons to meet 
the needs of the service. 

Admiral Rixey, surgeon general of 
the navy, has adopted extraordinary 
measures to meet the case, even going 
so far as to send circulars to many of 
best medical colleges soliciting 
applications from the graduates for 
appointment as naval surgeons. And 
to make the offer more tempting the 
surgeon general has undertaken to 
give temporary appointments as "act- 
ing assistant surgeons" to fhe young 
men who will pass a satisfactory pre- 
liminary examination and come to 
Washington for instruction. 

They will receive six months' spe- 
cial training at the naval medical 
school and hospital recently establish- 
ed here or at the Mare Island naval 
hospital in the case of applicants from 
the Pacific coast. At the end of that 
course the graduates will receive ap- 
pointments as assistant surgeons with 
an annual salary of $1,750, supple- 



mented by allowances of $43? and 
mileage and other Inducements. 

The duffirulty in securing applicants 
lies in the fear of the examination to 
which they must submit. Admiral 
Rixey Insists that this fear la un- 
founded If the applicant hag been prop- 
erly grounded in the principles of med- 
icine, while for the "collateral exam- 
ination" which the candidates must 
take, this Is nothing more than an 
elementary test of the candidate's 
general knowledge of Kngllsh, arith- 
metic and literature, and even knowl- 
edge of foreign languages is not es- 
sential. 

■ Not even these comparatively sim- 
ple requirements, however, it Is 
stated, are met by the majority of ap- 
plicants, which in the opinion of the 
naval medical carps Is a severe com- 
mentary upon the training afforded by 
many medical institutions. The short- 
age ofdoctors In the navy has become 
really serious. To day there are 64 va- 
cancies in a corps that at Its maxi- 
mum should number only 350, and un- 
less the deficiency can be supplied 
normally before the end of the calen- 
dar year congress will be asked to add 
to the Inducements now held out to 
applicants by considerably increasing 
the pay of naval surgeons.

Only 
other vessel which flew the Btars and 
stripes can hold an equal place 
this trio — that one being the original 
Monitor, from which has been evolved 
the steel clad battleship of modern 
days. 




SENATOR SPOONER'S SUCCESSOR 




Isaac Stephenson, who won the long drawn 
out" fight for the United States senate Beat vacated 
by John C. Spooner, Is a multi-millionaire lumber- 
man and Iron miner of Wisconsin. He and his 
brother Samuel of Mf noiiilnep. Mich., were born 
in New Brunswick and came to Michigan when 
Samuel was eight years old and Irbrc six. Iron 
ore was discovered on the lands on which they 
settled. Just about the time they had grown up. 

Uhro's land lay across the Wisconsin Hue. 
Samuel's was on the Michigan side. They be- 
came residents of the states In which their prop- 
erty was situated and rapidly accumulated wealth. 

Both sought congressional honors. Samuel 
served four terms in congress from his Michigan 
district and Isaac served three terms In congress 
from Wisconsin. Isaac was a candidate for sena- 
torial honors twice before He Is 77 years old and his home is in Marinette. 

Id of "Uncle Isaac" that he has been the unlucklest and the 
worst-treated "big" man In Wisconsin. So far as known, few of the men 
he boosted Into place and power ever proved faithful to him. One might 
in down a long list and show up some rather treacherous friends, but Mr. 
ephenson himself seriously would decry such a revelation. 

Senator Stephenson is a many-sided man. He Is a banker, a lumberman, 
promoter of great Industries, a farmer, a yachtsman, a fisherman, a devotee 
out-of-door sports such as horse racing, and a philosophical man of affairs. 
He believes In churches, though not himself a member or any denomination 
He has contributed thousands of dollars to Roman Catholic, Episcopal, Pres- 
byterian, Methodist and other religious societies. He has built new church 
■dlflces and bought belfry chimes galore. 

Mr. Stephenson is no orator and will not endeavor to make extended 
speeches In the upper branch of congress. He will do his work In committee 
and at the White House— the work that counts for the state and his 



REIGN OF "BOSS" ENDED 




Abraham t commonly called "Abe") Ruef, who 
recently pleaded guilty to accepting a bribe, was 
for years a conspicuous figure in the political 
life of San Francisco. He made Schmltz mayor, 
he controlled the Republican and Labor party ma- 
chines, and he was dictator of the police force and 
of the saloon element. Ruef's father was well off 
in this world's goods and gave his son a good edu- 
cation. The confessed criminal is a fair Greek 
and Latin scholar, and has an intimate acquaint- 
i not only with German, but with French, 
Spanish, Italian and Portuguese. His linguistic 
ibilltles account In part for his political success. 
He began life as a lawyer's clerk and made rapid 
progress In the profession, and It is said of him 
that had he not abused his manifold talents he 
would have made a name and a place for himself. 

Ruef, secure In the power of his machine, for years defied the press and 
the decent element of the city. A lawyer and a graduate of the University 
of California, he represented a curious phase of the educated man In prac- 
tical politics. 

Ruef had a genius for organization. When the police began to interfere 
with the saloonkeepers, Ruef, as Mayor Schmltz' legal adviser, acted also a 
their legal adviser. Enormous fees for his services looked safer than weei 
ly or monthly blackmail. The resorts of vice, cheap and fashionable, soo 
recognized his extraordinary skill as an attorney. There w»« trouble »>«»! 
building permits and Ruef intervened for more big fees. To get along wit 
the police, the saloons found it expedient to pay excessive prices for liquors 
cigars and cigarettes and glassware to certain firms favored by the Rue: 
Schmltz administration. The dives of Chinatown frave up thousands, 
street railway franchise was sold for $450,000, it is said.

EGYPT'S NEW RULER 



As tbo successor of Lord Cromer, the man 
who for 2C years has been the. real ruler of Egypt, 
though nominally merely the British consul gen- 
eral there Sir Eldon Gorst has a most difficult 
post to fiil. Gorst does not lack admirers, wh< 
declare that he will prove the right man In tin 
right place. He la the eldest son of a remarkably 
able man, Sir John Eldon Gorst, who Is still liv 
lng. He was named after his father, long before 
of course, it was known that he had inherited hi: 
father's b;alns. 

When his ability brought him a knighthood he 
dropped bis first name, that there might not be 
two Sir Johns in the family. But in Egypt ev 
body still speaks of him as "Johnnie" Gorst. He 
went there when 26 as an attache, and rose rap- 
Idly through the diplomatic grades. Great admin- 
istrative talents and conspicuous social gifts commended him to Lord 
Cromer, and within an extraordinarily short time he had become under- 
secretary to the ministry of finance, and again adviser to the ministry of the 
Interior. "Adviser'' in Egypt Is a euphemism for the British official who is 
really the boss, but nominally the subordinate of the minister at the head 
of a department. He was financial adviser to the Egyptian government, 
when in 1903, he was summoned to London to assist the foreign office In the 
negotiations which resulted in the Anglo-French agreement that so largely 
contributed to giving England a free hand in Egypt. His services were 
warded by giving him one of the most responsible positions in the permanent 
civil service, that of under secretary of state for foreign affairs.

Sir Eldon knows all the ropes In Egypt, Is personally acquainted with 
everybody who counts there and speaks Arabic and the native dialect fluently.
